WASHINGTON, Jan. 28—West- 
ern Europe must unite if it ex- 
pects te.go on receiving American 
aid; Seeretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles warned last night in 
his first major address on the 
mew Administration's foreign 
policy.. 

“If in particular France, Ger- 
many and England should go 
their separate ways, then certain- 
ly it would be necessary to give 
a little re-thinking to America’s 
own policy in relation to western 
Europe,” Dulles declared. 


American policy in western 
Europe has been to grant aid “on 
the theory that there could be 
unity there,” the Secretary of 
State pointed out. 

Dulles also expressed his be- 
lief last night that the new Ad- 
ministration will find ways to 
end the conflicts in Korea and 


Indochina. 
| “We-shall try t) the best of 
our ability to stop the wars that 
are now going on in the world,” 
he promised. 

Why Wars Ge on. 

“Today these wars go on be- 
cause the enemy thinks he’s get- 
ting an advantage by continuing 
the war. I believe that Gen. Ei- 
senhower will find the ways to 
gmake the enemy change his mind 
in that respect so that he too will 
want peace.” 

He predicted that “all of us 
together” could “make freedom 
go sought after throughout the 
world that the Russian Commu- 
nists will be bound to fail in 
their strategy of encircling us by 
swallowing up the rest of the 
world.” 

The secretary’s address was 
broadcast and telecast on national 
networks of the Columbia Broad- 
casting System from a film made 
in Dulles’s office Monday. Other 
networks were offered the chance 
to broadcast and telecast the Sec- 
retary’s remarks but declined, of- 
ficials said. 

Dulles spoke in broad, simple 
terms and with characteristic em- 
phasis on moral factors, appar- 
ently aiming at the largest pos- 
sible audience. 

He made no specific references 
to tariff policy or the Point IV 
program, and said nothing ex- 
plicit. about the foreign policy 
proposals the new Administration 
will make to Congress. 

The Secretary's address was es- 
sentially an elaboration, in the 
simplest possible “A-B-C” terms, 
on the foreign policy passages in 
President Eisenhower's inaugural 
address. 

No Change in Policy. 

Generally speaking, the policies 
Dulles outlined were much the 
game as those the United States 
has been pursuing for the last 
several years. 

The new Administration will 
never resort to preventive war as 
an instrument of national policy, 
the Secretary said ... much as 
ex-President Truman and former 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson

-—Former President Truman said 
today that he does not think the 
new Administration is going to 
achieve peace in the world “just 
by loud talking.” 

His remark was prompted by a 
report to him in his early morn- 
ing stroll that John Foster Dulles, 
Secretary of State, had predicted 
last night that the Soviet Russian 
government may collapse and die 
of “acute indigestion” caused by 
its attempt to swallow free 
peoples. 

Looking straight ahead and 
firmly cripping his walking cane 
in his left hand, the former 


going to make any comment that 
might “throw a monkey wrench” 
into anything the present Admin- 
istration is trying to do. 

He did not mention Dulles but 
he added: 


“I hope they are able to get. 
somewhere. I ought to know 
what they are up against because 
I have been fighting this thing 
for eight years.

“I have been trying to get this 
thing straightened out ever since 
I became President. I don’t think 
they'll get anywhere just by loud 
talking.”

SMOKING AT DESKS 
OK IN WHITE HOUSE,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP)— 
White House office workers, it 
developed today, “are not sup- 
posed to hang around in the cor- 
ridors smoking.”

TIME IN HISTORY 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP)— 
More persons were at work in 
the United States in 1952 than 


ever before in history, according 
to Census Bureau estimates. How- 
ever, the percentage of employed 
was not so high as*it was during 
World War II. 

Employment last year was only 
slightly above that of 1951, but 
was considerably over the 1950 


figure. 

The bureau estimated the 
monthly average of civilian em- 
ployment in 1952 at 61,291,000, 
which was 97.3 per cent of the 
estimated labor force. 

The 1952 employment average 
compared with average monthly 
employment of 61,005,000 in 1951, 
97 per cent of the labor force, 
and with 59,957,000 im 1950, or 
95 per cent of the labor force. 

Employment reaelied its peak 
in the United States in 1944, when 
98.8 per cent of a labor force of 
54,630,000 worked.

Louis. Allison acknowledged that 
he uses a desk at 3529 Pine 
street, given as the address of 
that firm. 

Former State Purchasing Agent 
Leo J. Clavin issued the invita- 
tions to bid on the dry goods 
purchases to the three companies. 
Clavin was removed as purchas- 
ing agent by Gov. Phil M. Don- 
nelly Jan. 13, the day after Don- 
nelly was inaugurated as Gov- 
ernor. 

Records Checked.

The Soviets now rule 800,000,- 
000 people and are forging them 
into “a vast weapon of fighting 
power backed by industrial pro- 
duction and modern weapons, that 
oo. atomic bombs,” Dulles 
Peoples under Communist rule 
thus outnumber the population 
of the United States by seven to 
one, the Secretary pointed out. 
The manpower ratio in the first 
and second world wars was seven 
to one in favor of the United 
States and its allies, Dulles said, 
and “it wouldn’t be pleasant” to 
fight a war in which the odds 
were reversed, 

The Soviets, moreover, control 
all of the natural resources they 
need, whereas the United States 
is “largely dependent” on goods 
which must be imported from 
overseas, the Secretary went on. 
“These are some of the reasons 
why the enlightened self-interest 
of the United States compels that 
we should have friends and allies 
in the world,” he said. 

Stresses Latin America. 
Dulles reaffirmed last night the 
pledge he gave the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee on Jan. 
15 that the new Administration 
will pay more attention to Latin 
America than Democratic Admin- 
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istrations have done in recent 
years. 

“Sometimes we are inclined to 
take South America for granted,” 
he said. “But the reality is that 
there are strong Communist 
movements in South America, and 
Fascist influences in some quar- 
ters, which are working away, 
largely underground so far, and 
they’re trying to destroy the tra- 
ditional friendship between the 
7 gg of the American repub- 

cs.” 

The past Administration has 
been so pre-occupied with Eu- 
rope, Asia and Africa that “I fear 
it may have somewhat neglected 


everything the same as it was be- 
fore,”"Dulles declared. “But ac- 
tually any such policy of neglect 
would lead to growing danger.” 
Points Out Other Dangers. 
Dulles pointed to other dan- 
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gers, too, last night, using a map 
of the world to identify each 
critical area as he referred to it. 
The Communist attacks on Ko- 
rea and Indochina are aimed 
partly if not largely at Japan and 
India, he warned. 
It will be “pretty tough going” 
for the United States if the So- 
viets ever acquire control of 
Japan, Dulles said. . 
“It was hard enough for us to 
win the war against Japan in the 
Pacific when Japan was alone, 
when China was our ally and the 
Soviet Union was neutral,” he 
pointed out in a reminder of how 
little the Soviets did to win the 
conflict in the Far East in World 
War II. “If Russia, China and 
Japan all combined, it would be 
pretty tough going for us in the 
Pacific.” 
It was altogether a somber pic- 
ture of the world situation that 
the Secretary painted: He him- 
self, indeed, called it “gloomy.” 
There is “plenty of trouble around 
the world,” he said. 

Dulles expressed confidence in 
the future, however.

Judge Letts held that the 
NLRB’s functions with respect to 
the affidavits “are administrative 
only.” Unions may not use the 
board’s machinery unless their 
officers file the affidavits. 

Judge Letts held that Congress 
clearly placed on the Justice De- 
partment “the duty and power to 
investigate. and to prosecute viola- 
tions of the act.” 

“It is fully demonstrated that 
until now the board adhered to 
the view that it has had no 
powers of investigation,” the 
judge said. 

“The court is of the opinion that 
the view formerly held by the 
board is correct and that the view 
now asserted is contrary to the 
congressional intent and errone- 
ous.” 

The three unions involved were 
ousted from the CIO in 1949 and 
1950 on the ground they followed 
Communist party policy. 

The board’s effort to probe into 
the truth or falsity of the oaths 
filed by the union officers re- 
sulted from the refusal of some of 
them to swear before a federal 
grand jury in New York that they 
had told the truth in their affi- 
davits. 


The grand jury asked the NLRB 
to outlaw the three unions, de- 
claring them to be a “menace to 
national security.” The board 
then threatened to revoke the bar- 
gaining rights of the three unions 
unless the 11 officers answered 
its questionnaire.

' The year was 1900. The shrill 
whine of the immense circular 
saw echoed and re-echoed over 
the valley as the saw bit deeper night 


into the huge pine log being 
carried back and forth by the 
“shotgun feed” of the sturdy log 
carriage. Two blocksetters rode 
the carriage and moved the mas- 
sive log into position for each 
new cut . The head sawyer 
signalled the width of the board 
desired and pulled the lever each 
time to race the carriage to and 
fro for the cutting. The placé 
was Grandin, Missouri, in Carter 
county. ... 

The Carter County Fishing and 
Shooting Club was organized in 
1888, A dairy of the club’s activi- 
ties was kept and among the first 
is found, “Left train at Birch 
Tree, Tuesday p.m., Aug. 22, and 
entered Current river at Jacks 
Fork the morning of 24th,” wrote 
the scribe of a float trip party of 
six in 1899. “Floated to elub 
house, arriving Sunday evening, 
the 27th. Quit fishing Sunday 


evening, the 27th. Quit fishing | 


at Van Buren Sunday noon. Fish- 
ing excellent and ideal weather 
all the way.” After the names 
of all the anglers were given and 
the number of fish taken by each 
one, the entry ended, “a total of 
205 fish.” .. . 

The largest lumber mill in the 
nation, owned by the Missouri 
Lumber and Mining Company, 
was cutting 285,000 board feet 
daily in 1901. Another mill, which 
cut 150,000 board feet each day, 
was built and placed in opera- 
tion by this company. Three hun- 
dred miles of tram road were 
built to haul the logs to feed the 
maw of the huge saws, and 25 
box cars of lumber were shipped 
daily. Grandin was a booming, 
roistering town. The Ozarks had 
13,000,000 acres of virgin timber. 
The big mills from Minnesota 
and Michigan moved in, for the 
northern pine forests had beén 
exhausted... . 

Four Men Caught 175 Bass. 

On Sept. 7, 1907, four fisher- 
men made the following entry 
in the dairy: “Took log train 
from Winona to Jacks Fork, leav- 
ing club house Saturday. Caught 
175 bass with about ten grandpas, 
three pounds each. Jacobs had 
two doubles, one three pounds, 
the other two pounds. Mr. Logan 
caught largest black bass taken 
from the river in the last four 
years. This fish was a smallmouth 
and weighed 4 pounds, 7 ounces.

By 1910, the Ozark streams 
were carrying huge rafts of ties 
and logs. The ciear, spring-fed 
streams were glutted with thou- 
sands of ties and logs rafted to 
railroads and sawmills by rafts- 
men who rode the logs and ties 
to their destination. Every stream 
that would float a tie or a log 
was utilized as a means of trans- 
portation to get the timber to 
market. Log jams were common 
and on occasion had to be dyna- 
mited to break loose the huge 
pile-up of timber... . 

On August 31, 1910, three fish- 
ermen wrote in the club register 
of their trip, “From Horse Hollow 
to Club House caught 95 bass. 
Bad blockade in Jacks Fork, fifty- 
yard carry. Three days on river” 


All through the Ozarks the tim- 
ber was being harvested at a rapid 
rate. The Holliday, Klotz Land 
and Lumber Co. was cutting the 
pine and hardwood in Wayne 
county on the St. Francis at 
Greenville. The T. L. Wright Lum- 
ber Co. was operating on the Cur- 
rent in Ripley county. Huge mills 
at Leeper, Mill Spring and Wil- 
liamsville were operating on the 
upper Black. Bimel-Ashcroft Spoke 
Manufacturing Co. at Poplar Bluff 
was turning out one and one-half 
million automobile, wagon and 
carriage spokes each month, and 
the Brooklyn Cooperage Co. was 
cutting millions of sugar barrel 
staves on the lower portion of the 
river. On the White, the Piney, 
Osage, Gasconade, Meramec and 
the James, loggers were cutting 
the timber and floating it to pro- 
duction centers where, in turn, it 
was shipped to the large wood- 
using industries in St. Louis. In 
Van Buren, Hunter, Bunker, Em- 
inence, Fremont, Alton, and doz- 
ens of other towns in the Ozarks, 
extending all the way across the 
state from Pineville in McDonald 
county to Morehouse in New Ma- 
drid county, the cry was, “Timber, 
timber, timber!” .. . 

Tells a Dismal Tale.

Reassurance on Hazards. 

The AEC said it was prompted 
to give this assurance because of 
“public concern in some commu- 
nities” regarding possible radio- 
active hazards to man, beast and 
plant from periodic blasts aimed 
at developing “new and improved 
atomic weapons.” ~ 

The commission granted that 
radioactive particles from the 
blasts in the desert area north- 
west of Las Vegas could be 
spread by air currents across the 
entire nation and could fall, like 
dust, “virtually anywhere within 
the United States.” 

The AEC said the radioactivity 
situation is well in hand, and a 
nation-wide monitoring system 
will be maintained to see that it 
remains s0. 

Production Increases. 

In the latest. account of its 
stewardship of the entire atomic 
program — in which Congress so 
far has invested or appropriated 
approximately 744 billion dollars 
~—the AEC sald: 

1. Production of fissionable 
materials for A-bombs and for 
the operation of various atomic 
research furnaces “continued to 
increase in 1952”; and produc- 
tion of atomic weapons ‘“‘con- 
tinued at the rate authorized 
by the President for calendar 
year 1952.” As it has in the 
past, the AEC appeared to im- 
ply by the last part of that 
statement that it could have 
made more bombs if really 
pushed. 

' 2. Four different industrial 
groups have told the commis- 
sion they see attractive possi- 
bilities for obtaining industrial 
power from the atom on an 
economic basis, “in a few years.” 

The AEC itself feels that the 
development of atomic reactors 
for the output of power for in- 
dustrial use and for the propul- 
sion of aircraft, submarines and 
large naval vessels “made long-

3." Work toward developing 
atom-powered aircraft has pro- 

to the point where 
some kind of tests—presumably 
land-based ones—are in sight 
“for small atomic reactors, or 
furnaces, designed to serve as 
power plants. 
Engine Near Completion. 

4. Assembly is virtually com- 
plete on a land-based version 
of the world’s first known pow- 
er plant for a submarine. The 
AEC did not say so, but pre- 
sumably this means that a “dry- 
run” test is not far away. 

5. AEC scientists are trying 
to determine whether the atom. 
can be made to yield energy by 
some process: entirely different 
from both the fission one uti- 
lized in conventional atomic 
bombs and the fusion process 
which is the basis for the pro- 
jected hydrogen bomb. . 

6. Researchers at the Uni- 
versity of Alabama, under AEC 
contract, have been exploring 
the possibility of developing 
“enamel glasses” — for possible 
use in making lighter-weight 
shields for atomic furnaces and 
for the power plants of such 
projected devices as atomic air- 
craft and submarines. 

7. Two new important 
sources of uranium—the key 
material in the atomic race with 
Russia—yielded their first pro- 
duction in the last half of 1952. 
These new sources are the gold 
ores of South Africa and the 
phosphate rock of the state of 
Florida, both of which contain 
some uranium. 

Progress is also being made 
towards bringing new uranium 
sources in Australia and Can- 
ade in. production. Meanwhile 
production from domestic 


sources has increased, with 
further increases in prospect for 
next year. 


8. The A.E.C. is constructing 

a pilet plant at Grand Junction, 

Colo., to test new and still- 

secret processes for extracting 

uranium from ore. 

The commission devoted about 
one third of its cufrent report to 
details Gesigned to assure the pub- 
lic of the present—and future— 
safety of the atomic tests at the 
Nevada proving grounds.

NEW AIR CHIEF—Democratic 
Senators aren’t quite sure how to 
react to Harold E. Talbott as Sec- 
retary of the Air Force. They | 
think he is the weakest member 
of the defense quartet Eisenhow- 
er has sent to the Hill, but some 
think it might be smart politics to 
let his weak points show up later. 

Talbott is an investment banker 
who bank-rolled part of the Dewey 
campaign in 1948 and was all set 
to be Dewey’s ambassador to Lon- 
don. He is the kind of mam every- 
one likes to have around rd 
party — except possibly the ir 
Force. 

Talbott has one strike against 
him—a report by Charles Evans 
Hughes and a congressional in- 
vestigation of airplane failures in 
World War I. Hughes, who re- 
signed from the Supreme Court 
to run for President against 
Woodrow Wilson, was later ap- 
pointed by Wilson to investigate 
airplane iailures. He wrote_a re- 
port highly critical of Talbott 
companies—Dayton Metal Prod- 
ucts and Dayton-Wright Airplane 
Co. 

The question of stock owner- 
ship which for a time bothered 
Charles E. Wilgon arose in this 
case. Also a former top officer of 
General Motors, Charles A. Ket- 
tering, was involved. Kettering, 
together with Talbott and his 
father, organized the Daytor 
jetal Products Co., and later one 
a? their associates, Col. Edward A. 
l~eds, entered the Signi Corps. 
Hughes charged Deeds with in- 
fluencing .contracts received by 
the two Talbotts and Kettering. 

When Talbott was asked about 
this by Senator Russell of Georgia 
recently, Talbott said Deeds had 
no stock in Talbott’s company. 
Hughes, however, reported other- 
wise.

Labor Policy 
Reins Quickly 
Seized by Taft 


Durkin. By- Passed 
on Senator’s Pro- 
posed Changes in

“ - WASHINGTON. 
RESIDENT EISENHOWER’S 
Secretary of Labor, Martin 
Durkin, knew only what he 
read in the newspapers about the 
amendments to the Taft-Hartley 
Act which Majority Leader Taft 
introduced in the Senate Monday 
following the Wilson vote. 


Durkin is the pro-Stevenson 
Democrat whose appointment 
Senator Taft initially denounced 
as “incredible.” 


A query at the White House 
about. whether Taft cleared the 
amendments with President or in 
any way discussed them brought 
the folléwing reply: “What hap- 
pens at the President’s meetings 
with the legislative leaders is con- 
fidential. Their remarks after- 
ward are the whole story.” 

Colleagues Not Surprised. 

That Taft should so promptly 
and decisively seize the reins on 
labor policy for the new Adminis- 
tration does not really surprise 
hig colleagues. The new majority 
leader feels that his re-election 
in 1950 and the presidential elec- 
tion amply vindicated him and 
the act which bears his name, so 
why should he retreat behind a 
mossy stone? 


Tongue in cheek, Democrats ex- 
pressed surprise that President 
Eisenhower was not permitted to 
lead in this important field, which 
is fitting tactics for the loyal op- 
position. As a practical matter 
they conceded that: 


1, Senator Taft’s will be the 
strongest voice in labor matters, 

2. Repeal of the Taft-Hartley 
Act being impractical, Demo- 
cratic efforts must be directed at 
making the amendments as good 
as possible. 

Outlook for Durkin. 


The Taft amendments will prob- 
ably furnish the first evidence of 
Secretary Durkin’s ability to func- 
tion in a Republican Administra- 
tion. It seems clear he will be 
expected to do the co-operating. 

It is understood in labor circles 
that President Eisenhower prom- 
ised Durkin to expand and 
strengthen the Labor Depart- 
ment which has taken such a 
beating from the congressional co- 
alition during President Truman's 
terms. This must be accom- 
plished in large part by consent 
of the Senate, to wit, Senator 
Taft. Hence the Durkin-Taft re- 
lations are impodrtant.

Chapman Admits Need of New 


Missouri Basin Irrigation Setup 
Farmers Balk at Methods Used in Arid West 


and Refuse to Accept Strict Conditions 
Required by Contracts. 


While no specific action has 
been taken by the bureau yet, the 
whole issue is now under active 
discussion among interested fed- 
eral and state officials and farm- 
ers in central North Dakota, where 
fundamental differences of long 
standing over irrigation have come 
to a head. 


This is the_first major recog- 
nition of the fact that irrigation 
faces a radically different situa- 
tion in the largely semi-humid 
high plains region of the Missouri 
basin than in the arid West, where 
irrigation has been concentrated 
heretofore. 


The existing federal program of 
Missouri valley development calls 
for expenditure of hundreds of 
millions of dollars—much of which 
has already been invested by the 
government—for extensive irriga- 
tion works. It is proposed to add 
new irrigation of 5,000,000 acres 
and provide additional water for 
2,000,000 acres already partly ir- 
rigated. So far, however, very 
little actual irrigation has re- 
sulted. 

Strict Requirements. 

The problem in the Missouri 
basin, apart from the high cost 
to farmers of irrigation at post- 
war price levels of construction, 
has been over the strict require- 
ments of federal irrigation con- 
tracts and the difficulties of 
shifting farmers to a new mode 
of operation. 

In the arid western country, 
much of the federal irrigation was 
on and that had been in the 
public domain, largely unused. 
This was opened to homesteaders 
after the Reclamation Bureau took 
water to the land, and the home- 
steaders were willing to accept 
the contracts. 

When the reclamation move- 
ment shifted to the Missouri val- 
ley under the old Pick-Sloane 
plan, a new situation was encoun- 
tered. Farmers were successfully 
established, with large land hold- 
ings operated in “dry farming”— 
wheat, cattle and other uses. They 
have hesitated over getting into 
the hard new field of irrigating 
low-lying fields of not more than

They 
fought the organization of an irri- 
gation district through the North 
Dakota courts. They have not 
taken the water impounded by 
the dam, which so far has been 
useful only in flood protection. 

Some reclamation officials have 
felt it was just as well that the 
fight developed, in the belief it 
will help set a new pattern for 
dealing with irrigation in the 
whole Missouri valley. 

William E. Warne, then Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Interior, was 
sent out to look into the trouble 
in October 1951. He made a 
report to Chapman the next 
month, which was suppressed. 
Warne, who quit the department 
a short time later to take charge 
of Point Four work in Iran, was 
convinced by his investigation 
that Reclamation would have to 
find a new irrigation formula for 
the high plains. The old-style pro- 
cedure imported from the West 
was not workable in the Missouri 
valley, he found. 

Recently Secretary Chapman 
made the report public, accom- 
panied by a statement showing 
that it lacked “official indorse- 
ment.” Chapman said he could 
not approve it because it would 
not provide adequately for repay- 
ment of the Government's invest- 
ment in irrigation facilities by 
farmers. 

The essence of Warne’s report, 
it developed, was that land own- 
ers should be permitted to decide 
for themselves, voluntarily and 
individually, when they wished to 
take up irrigation, and should be 
allowed to carry out the change- 
over on their own lands at their 
own rate-of speed,

Tsiang Says Troops on Formosa Are Not 
Expendable — Nation Seeks to Build Up 
Strength to Invade Mainland Independ- 


ently, He Asserts.

ATIONALIST China’s T. F. Tsiang today opposed suggestions by 

some Americans that 30,000 of Chiang Kai-shek’s troops be sent 

to Korea to fight the Reds. He said no one can assume that the 
Chinese army is expendable to be used as other see fit. 


Tsiang, Nationalist Chinese dele- 
gate to the United Nations, also 
criticized Prime Minister Church- 
ill for giving “gratuitous and 
pointless” advice, called on North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization pow- 
ers such as Britain’ to withdraw 
recognition from Communist 
China, and said his government 
had never sought to commit one 
single American soldier to a war 
in China against the Reds. 

Tsiang said in an address to 
the New York Young Republican 
Club, that NATO should furnish 
moral and perhaps material sup- 
port to the Formosa government 
when it takes the offensive to 
help mainland Chinese overthrow 
the Communists. He said his gov- 
ernment wants to acquire enough 
naval and air power to add to its 
land power so it can independent- 
ly invade and liberate the main- 
land, He also supported sugges- 
tions by some Americans for a 
naval blockade of the Chinese 
mainland. 

Tsiang directed some of his 
hottest fire at Churchill, saying: 

“Mr. Winston Churchill in his 
recent visit to this country told 
the American people as soon as 
he arrived that. he did not like

We Chinese have 
never tried to secure the commit- 
ment of American manpower in 
our country. We know that we 
Chinese must shed the blood to 
win our national and individual 
freedom. So far as I know, not 
a single American, Republican or 
Democrat, has advocated that the 
United States should commit her 
manpower to a long campaign on 
the mainland of China. The ad- 
vice of Mr. Churchill was gratui- 
tous and pointless.” 

Tsiang said his government un- 
derstood the reason for the re- 
fusal of its August 1950 offer of 


three divisions for the Korean 
war and that the offer had not 
been renewed. 

“As a loyal member of the 
United Nations, we would even 
now make a military contribution 
to the Korean war if we were 
asked to do it,” he continued, 
“However, we ourselves are not 
convinced that Korea is the best 
place for the free Chinese to 
make a contribution.to the cause 
of world freedom. . . . It is wrong 
for anybody to assume that the 
Chinese army can be counted as 
just expendable material to be 
used by others whenevere they 
see fit.” . 

Tsiang said his government be- 
lieves “an independent offensive 
against the Chinese mainland on 
the part of my goverment will 
be welcomed by our fellow- 
country men on the mainland. 

“Such an offensive is not in 
the nature of the conquest of 
mainland China by the island of 
Formosa. It is in the nature of 
8,000,000 Chinese on Formosa go- 
ing to the mainland to help the 
450,000,000 Chinese there to over- 
throw. the Communist yoke which 
they themselves wish to over- 
throw. When the free Chinese 
launch such an enterprise, all 
members of NATO should give ft 
their moral support and, in so 
far as is possible, their material 
support.” 

“China’s position in the Far 
East is comparable to the position 
of Germany in Europe,” Tsiang 
said. “Concede Germany to Com- 
munism, you will have lost Eu- 
rope. Accept the Communist re- 
gime in China as an accomplished 
fact, you concede inevitably the 
whole of the Far East, no matter 
how much you might try to do 
in Korea, Indochina and Malaya. 
Without the recovery of mainland 
China, containment of mmue- 
nism in Asia is impossible.”

In North Africa, in Iran, in Egypt, in Indo- 
china and in many other places the desire of the 
inhabitants to be free of outside exploiters is a 
major factor in the unrest and strife. The Iranian 
situation, with its long history of British com- 
mercial exploitation, for example, is madé to 
order for Communist infiltration. 

This aspect of the international situation is 
one which we may expect Mr. Dulles to take up 
on his return from his European trip, with Mu- 
tual Security Administrator Stassen. 

No part of Mr. Dulles’ radio and television re- 
port was sounder than what he said about the 
role of the individual American citizen in foreign 
affairs. Usually it is remarked that the citizen 
can be influential in domestic matters, through 
civic interest and participation, but that he or 
she has little choice but to leave foreign affairs 
to the President, the State Department and the 
Senate. - 

Secretary Dulles’ words on this point are well 
worth repeating. He said; 

Our job is to serve our own enlightened 
self-interest by demonstrating by our own 
mere em by our own example, how good 

om is, how much better it is than des- 
potism is. 

Now who can put on that performance, 
that demonstration to show that example? 
The only people in the world that can do 
it are you, the people of the United States. 
And it means that each of you has a task 
in foreign policy. 

You must work hard enough at whatever — 
your task is to show that freedom is more 
productive than slavery. 

In some ways the most encouraging aspect of 
Mr. Dulles’ report is what he did not say that 
would have made him consistent with the Re- 
publican presidential campaign of last fall. There 
was nothing about tragic blunders that led to 
the war in Korea. There was no complaint that 
the big decisions in our foreign relations had 
been handled by bunglers. 

An attitude of irresponsibility on the part of 
the G.O.P. is giving way to an attitude of respon- 
sibility. Just as President Eisenhower's inaugu- 
ral address drew heavily from his recent political 
opponent and from his predecessor in the White 
House, so is there much of Dean Acheson in 
what John Foster Dulles says. If this is a vic- 
tory for the losers, it is even more of one for 
the American people—and a reassurance for the 
world. 
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Handsomeness Costs, Too 

It is no concern of ours whether the Govern- 
ment lets working girls deduct their beauty 
costs from their income for tax purposes, the 
same as professional glamour girls. Laissez-faire, 
that is us. But if the Government does allow it, 
there should be no double standard. Working 
men ought to be allowed to deduct their 
handsomeness costs too. 

Maybe there are some people who think it 
does not cost working men anything to be 
handsome. Mario Lanza, yes. Kirk Douglas, yes. 
The guy at the next desk, no, Nothing could 
be farther from the truth. . 

His face has been shorn with expensive steel, 
Javed with a perfume called after-shaving lo- 
tion to make him smell as handsome as he 
looks, and powdered with the choicest talc to 
keep it from shining. All cuts and abrasions 
have been stopped with the costliest styptic. A 
tie of the most exotic silk covers his front, 
serving no useful purpose not already served by 
his top shirt button. His hair is freshly cut, at 
constantly rising expense. His suit is of the 
finest wools, the trousers creased knife-sharp 
from the recent touch of the dry-cleaner’s iron. 
His shoes gleam (shoe shines have gone up from 
a-dime to 15 and 20 cents and sometimes more, 
plus a tip). 

Maybe this guy at the next desk doesn’t look 
as handsome as Mario Lanza or Kirk Douglas 
even after all the expense. If so, it only means 
that his unit costs are evén greater. He is paying 
for more handsomeness than he is getting, but 
the point is, he is paying. If Trudy Typist gets 
a deduction :for beauty costs the same as ex- 
Mrs. Prince Aly Khan, Charlie Clerk ought to 
get it too, that’s all. 
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219,750 Acres or 47 Cities? 


The Supreme Court has agreed to hear the 
controversy between Arizona and California over 
waters of the Colorado river. John Raeburn 
Green, St. Louis lawyer, has been designated by 
the court to hold preliminary hearings. Thus be- 
gins a new chapter in a dispute which has been 
going on more than 30 years. Out of it and out of 
the thought which Presidents, Governors, law- 
makers and lawyers are bringing to bear on the 
same general problem will come, we hope, the 
answer to a vexing national question. How can 
the states peacefully and constructively co-oper- 
ate in using a water supply which is not large 
enough to go all the way round? 

Here in the Missouri Valley we have the same 
problem. Water that is wanted for irrigation is 
also wanted for navigation and there is mani-. 
festly not enough for both. There is not enough 
even before consideration is given to the fact 
that huge quantities of it also are wanted for 
domestic water supply, sanitation, industrial and 
mining water supply, fish and wildlife, recrea- 
tion, and still other purposes which conflict in 
many combinations. 

In the case which is now to come before the 
Supreme Court, Arizona wants the water to 
maintain crop production on 219,750 acres of 
reclaimed desert land. California wants the same 
water to serve homes and industries in 47 cities 
with a combined population of 4,000,000. The 
problem of how the Colorado’s waters were to 
be shared was supposed to have been settled by 
interstate compact 31 years ago. Yet in every 
succeeding year it has broken out anew in more 
virulent form as the growth of the states re- 
quired larger and larger supplies of water. 

A group of Governors in the Missouri Valley 
proposes this same compact method for our re- 
gion. The interstate compact has proved satis- 
factory and useful in such instances as the Port 
of New York Authority, in which the object 
shared is adequate port facilities. It has proved 
quite otherwise when an inadequate water sup- 
ply is to be shared. There, instead of settling 
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the problem it institutionalizes trouble, provides 
a frame of reference for controversy. The peo- 
ple of the Missouri Valley do not want to follow 
in the footsteps of the people of the Colorado 
Valley. They do not need the kind of method 
which may leave the problems of their develop- 
ment less settled and more hostilely debated in 
1982 than they are today. 
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Revenue for Progress 

The vital importance of the earnings tax to St. 
Louis has been brought to the attention of Gov. 
Donnelly and the Legislature. This was done in 
Jefferson City by members of the Mayor’s new 
civic improvement committee, men who are pri- 
marily interested in a bond issue for the re- 
habilitation of the community. 


Finances, however, are fundamental. St. Louis 
can hardly think about construction projects of 
any kind so long as it cannot get rid of a cumu- 
lative deficit even by such extreme devices as 
diverting debt retirement funds to general rev- 
enue purposes. It has now been twice demon- 
strated, however, that the city budget can be 
balanced and debts paid off by means of the 
earnings tax. It has been further shown that this 
tax is sufficiently productive to warrant a 
$100,000,000 improvement bond issue. 

The trouble is that while the Legislature 
twice authorized the levying of this tax, it did 
so each time on a temporary basis. The current 
authorization expires a year from next April. 
If nothing is done before then, St. Louis will 
will be right back in its old financial mess: more 
expenses than revenues. 


While state law and an inadequate city char- 
ter leave this matter in the hands of the Legisla- 
ture, it is really an issue which concerns only 
the St. Louis area, virtually a home rule issue. 
True, the tax is levied against those who earn 
their livelihoods in the city though they live in 
the suburbs. But this is one of its virtues. 


It puts at least part of the cost of municipal 
facilities on all who use them, instead of piling 
the whole load on the city taxpayers’ backs. 
Those backs do have their breaking point. True, 
city merchants want the patronage of county 
residents. But county residents also want city 
jobs, and they enjoy the city’s zoo, its museum 
and its park. 

There is a mutuality here which its recog- 
nized in the earnings tax. So it is to be hoped 
that the new Legislature will, as soon as pos- 
sible, give it permanent authorization. 
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A Committee’s No to Wire-Taps 

The St. Louis Bar Association will be asked 
to support a state law against that form of elec- 
tronic snooping called wire-tapping. The associa- 
tion’s criminal laws committee voted four to two 
against legalizing the telephonic spy. 

Nobody on the committee favored unrestricted 
wire-tapping. The question was whether to out- 
law this devious business or to legalize it with 
safeguards. But the trouble is that a wire-tap 
permits few safeguards. It cannot, like a search 
warrant, be limited in scope. 

A tapped wire may indeed divulge criminal 
information to police. But the same wire will 
carry innocent voices with the guilty. No engi- 
neer has devised a way to focus a wire-tap on a 
criminal without invading the liberty of other 
telephone users to talk in privacy. 

So the bar committee concluded that the best 
safeguard for wire-tapping is to prohibit it alto- 
gether. This is a heartening recommendation 
for the bar and the State of Missouri. 
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Senator Symington vs. the AEC 

, Senator Symington’s first activity of any note 
on the Senate Armed Forces committee is to 
express “extreme disappointment” at the Atomic 
Energy Commission’s choice of Camp Ellis, in 
the Spoon River area of west central Illinois, 
for a new $29,000,000 explosive processing and 
assembly plant. Missouri’s junior Senator hoped 
the plant would be built at Weldon Spring TNT 
reserve in St. Charles county. 


The news columns have extracted the ex- 
change of correspondence between Senator Sy- 
mington and Gordon Dean, chairman of the 
AEC, and there is no need to repeat the ques- 
tions and answers in detail here. In essence, 
Senator Symington felt that Weldon Spring 
was the preferable site. Chairman Dean says 
Weldon Spring offered “serious development 
problems,” and in any case the Army Ordnance 
Corps, according to the chairman, “advised that 
no part of Weldon Spring manufacturing area 
should be devoted to other use.” 

In this interchange there is no reference to 
an aspect of atomic plant location which seems 
fundamental. That is the dispersal of such in- 
stallations away from large centers of popula- 
tion. Other things being equal, it is more de- 
sirable to have an atomic energy or processing 
plant in the Ozarks than at the edge of St. 
Louis. Were a war to come, invading bombers 
would seek out atomic plants first of all. Those 
at the edge of large cities would be the easiest 
to find as the enemy planes could guide on the 
cities. 

Spoon River is not in the Ozarks and certain- 
ly not in Missouri, but it is not so readily 
sighted from the.air as a location next door 
to Missouri’s largest city. Neither state benefit 
nor pride, but the facts of the Atomic Age 
should determine where these plants are placed. 
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Action on Expressways 

Recent traffic snarls having emphasized the 
need for expressway construction, the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment could not have 
picked a better time to move for action on two 
projects—the northern leg of the Third street 
highway, and the proposed Market street cut- 
off for the Express Highway. 

For the Third street project, the Board of 
Estimate has approved an ordinance appropri- 
ating funds to finance the city’s share of acquir- 
ing right-of-way. After a three-week delay, the 
ordinance is expected to be introduced in the 
Board of Aldermen this week. Its passage is 
essential to prevent forfeiture of state funds 
now available. 

As to the Market street cutoff, which would 
link the Express Highway and Market street by 
overpassing Vandeventer, the Board asks the 
state to lend the city money so that acquisition 
of right-of-way could begin at once. The city 
must pay half of this cost but does not have 
the cash immediately in hand. In return for 


a definite commitment to pay its share as soon 


as bond issue funds are available, the city asks 
the state to proceed without delay. We hope the 
state will see fit to make this allowance in the 
interest of quick action. 

Every month lost in starting essential traffic- 
way improvements is a month of continued traf- 
fic troubles. The Market street cutoff would not 
end all those troubles, but it would remove one 
bottleneck .on one heavily traveled westward 
route. If this desirable goal can be advanced 
even by a few months it is worth a lot of effort.

I can express it best perhaps by borrow- 
ing the words of an outstanding Republi- 
can, Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge Jr. We 
shall seek to be “the 
voice of conscience 
though not of pow- 
er.” If we are to ade- 
quately fit that de- 
scription, we shall 
have to behave not 
at all like most of 
Senator Lodge’s Re- 
publican colleagues 
during the last few 
years. The things 
which we refuse to 
do will be just as 
important as the 
things which we do. 

We must be just as willing to applaud 
the majority when it is right as to oppose 
it when it is wrong. 

We must be unselfish in helping Presi- 
dent Eisenhower do the things he must 
and should do.

- Watchfulness Without Snooping 


We must approach his proposals, and the 
proposals of the Republican majority, in 
a spirit of healthy and helpful and con- 
structive criticism—not in a destructive 
spirit, designed to ruin the game for the 
sake of the prize. 

We must base our actions on a consist- 
ent policy, designed to promote the na- 
tional interest, and therefore must discour- 
age individual sniping, designed to promote 
some personal or political interest. 

We must be watchful—but please let’s 
not become a bunch of old-maid snoopers, 
picking on trivialities and building them 
up into causes.

Not by Character Assassination 


When one does not have the responsi- 
bility of government, there is always the 
danger of attempting to become all things 
to all people, But that simply is neither 
honest nor honorable. Nor is it convincing. 
And since under our two-party system the 
minority has a vital function to perform— 
that of “loyal opposition” if you please— 
it is in the nature of neglect of duty. For 
one does not perform the opposition func- 
tion adequately by becoming feeble and 
confused and irresponsible. One does not 
perform it by encouraging character assas- 
sination while piously proclaiming devo- 
tion to civil liberties, for instance. 

In order to operate effectively as a mi- 
nority, the party members must have ac- 
curate information on which to base their 
appraisals.

I have proposed a way to eliminate this

During this report and ques- 
tion period a particular member of the 
Cabinet, or the head of an agency, would 
be invited to appear on the floor and 
answer written questions which had been 
renee and submitted to him by the leg- 
slative committee issuing the invitation.

And so it is. Thomas Jefferson was in a 
minority when he authorized the Virginia 
Statute of Religious Liberty. Thomas Paine 
was in a minority when he helped plant 
the seeds that led to the Declaration of 
Independence. Abraham Lincoln knew that 
he spoke minority sentiments often. 


So we Democrats in Congress are proud 
of the company we are keeping these days.

Heroism and Horror 


THE NAKED ISLAND, by Russell Braddon, (Doubleday, 
286 pgs., $3.50.) 

Russell Braddon managed to survive one 
of the darkest and most appalling adven- 
tures (or perhaps misadventures) in all 
history. It must rank with the foulest ex- 
ploitation and degradation of human spirit 
and endurance. Seized at the ‘time of the 
fall of Singapore, he spent more than four 
years in Japanese captivity. 


He lived through the filth and humilia- 
ation of prison camps in.Malaya and the 
cholera-ridden work camps of the Thailand 
jungle. And the marvel of his book is how 
he could write of all this with humor and 
courage. 

“The Naked Island” is a book about 
wartime captivity that can rank with the 
best of its kind. An Australian, Mr. Brad- 
don writes with the typical British knack 
for understatement. Throughout his book 
runs the silent theme of the scream that 
sooner or later can no longer be contained 


by a terrorized man. By playing down the |

t is revealed by such questions as, “How did you know 
it is what I wanted?” and “How on-earth did you get it?”

They make sure they ca 
their insuranee identity ond, 
know the address of the home of- 
fice, have their owher’s and driv- 
er’s licenses. 

They also allow sufficient time 
to make the trip at a reasonable 
speed. For a 200-milé trip, allow 
at least five hours in open coun- 
try and up to eight hours in con- 


gested areas. For night drivin 
even more time should be al- 
lowed. 


If you attempt to drive a faster 
schedule, you will have to exceed

When entering a town after 
driving on the highway, check 
your speedometer to conform to 
the traffic signs.

Avoiding Fatigue: The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission rules 


that truck and bus drivers must 
not stay on the road longer than 
10 hours at a stretch, after which 
they must have at least eight 
hours off duty. Although truck 
driving is more strenuous than 
driving a car, the 10-hour limit 
is a good one to observe in pleas- 
ure driving also. 


Long hours of driving tire the 
eye muscles, tend to induce sleep, 
often with fatal results. In addi- 
tion, the ability to judge distance 
is reduced. Side vision decreases 
with eye tiredness. The power of 


mental concentration falls off at 
the same time. 

The only way to avoid extra 
risk from fatigue is not to drive 
for such long hours. But when 
fatigue sets. in on the road, it 
may be alleviated to allow you to 
reach your destination. 


On secluded stretches of road, 
try moving your eyes up and 
down and left and right. Look at 
the scenery for a few seconds. 
If your eyes don’t feel relieved, 
park, and press the forefingers 
lightly over the eyelids. 

A short stroll or a cup of cof- 
fee, or both, help. If you eat, 
avoid starchy foods, bread, pota- 
toes and fat. Light meals will 
help keep you alert.

ILLING Up With Gas: If you 
F ever fill up your own gas tank 

at a “serve-yourself” pump, 
here's a tip that professional at- 
tendants use. 


Keep the metal of the pump 
hose against the metal of your 
car while the gas is going in. 

Otherwise a spark of static 
electricity may leap between them 
and ignite the gasoline. If any 
gas spills on the finish, rinse it 
off with water. 


Are You Afraid of Trucks? 
Passing a truck is no more risky 
than passing a car. You've got a 
longer vehicle to pass and you'll 
have to stay longer in the oncom- 
ing traffic lane to get around it. 
But at least the truck driver is a 
reliable fellow, usually, who’ll-do 
everything in his power to help 
you get by safely. 

Many accidents involving a car 
and truck are caused by the car 
driver’s fear of the truck’s over- 
whelming size. Watch yourself 
next time you pass or meet a 
truck and see how far away you 
keep from it. If you're an average 
driver, your offside wheels will 
be almost on the shoulder, so 
anxious are you to keep clear of 
the fear-inspiring mammoth. 


That's the way some accidents 
are caused. For it’s so easy to 
slip off the edge of the pave- 
ment and skid or swerve on the 
shoulder. The result is you side- 
swipe the behemoth you were so 
anxious to avoid. 


Some trucks and trailers are 
wider an others. And, of 
course, there’s a great variation 
in length. But one easy way to 
tell whether or not a truck ex- 
ceeds 80 inches in width and is 
more than 30 feet long, is to look 
for its clearance and identifica- 
tion lights, a wise precaution 
especially at night. These are red 
at the rear and amber at the 
front. In most states, any truck 
displaying these lights is over 80 
inches wide and more than 30 
feet long. The maximum width 
allowed for any vehicle is only 
102 inches and that’s only 27 
inches wider than the average 
larger car. So when passing a 
truck, you need only move over 
an average of 24 inches more than 
you'd allow when passing a car— 
and you don’t normally need to 
allow anything if the truck is 
right of the center line. 

Always allow for a little more 
time in passing a truck, especially 
if it’s going fast. But, otherwise, 
the procedure is exactly the same 
as for passing a car. It’s doubly 
important that you stay well back 
to pass, however, for the huge 
bulk of a truck cuts off all view 
of the road ahead, and if the 
driver stops his rig suddenly, 
you're in for trouble.

recent European study found 80 per cent of all home-makers 

“down” with what was designated as “housekeeping disease.” 

Two out of every five were so chronically tired they never 

went anywhere for relaxation. They just dragged through life.

MRS. E. IS in just such a fix.’ “I’m always tired, nervous, 
tense, inclined to weep needlessly, to snap at the children and 
to nag my husband,” she admits. “My physician says there’s 
absolutely nothing the matter with me! No use to tell my hus- 
band that. There must be some way for me to get out of this 
slump and become fit to live with; but what is the way?” 

You were wise to consult your physician first, Mrs. E. 
Keep in touch with him. But you are probably like the Euro- 
pean home-makers I mentioned, and millions of others on this 
side of the ocean. If you'd go out oftener, you would be less 
tired. If you planned your work more carefully, you'd get it 
done with less effort. If you read some of the modern books 
on child guidance, you'd have less difficulty with your chil- 
dren. In addition, you can undoubtedly profit by learning to 
relax systematically. 

x * * 

EVERY HOME-MAKER should take a 10- or 15-minute 
break for a rest, frequently during the day; but careful studies 
have shown that even lying down for this period does little 
good unless accompanied by intelligent relaxation. Psychol- 
ogist Dorothy H. Yates has suggested one of the easiest meth- 
ods. She advises that you think of some word which, to: you, 
embodies just the opposite of tension. It might be “com- 
posure,” “peace,” “quiet,” “tranquillity,” “calm,” “serenity,” 
or something like that. Accept this as your permanent cue. 
Lie down, or sit in a comfortable chair, close your eyes, and 
relax your muscles as well as you can. Sigh once in a while— 
it comes easy, and it really helps! Then think of your cue or 
key-word and all that it means. Suppose its “calm”: then just 
try to feel calmness all over you... you are calm all through 
your body ... calm, quiet, peaceful, happy ... calm and 
relaxed. 

You may want to continue this for 20 or 30 minutes. Do 
it whenever you feel tense and irritable. You'll soon reach the 
point where merly lying down and giving yourself the cue word 
is enough to relax you. Try this plan, not for a few days, but 
for a few months,

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Attaining 


Perfection 


By Fulton J. Sheen 


W HENEVER anyone hears of 


a new psychological theory 

such as the ability to see 
the future in a dim way, or 
reads of a drug which retards 
old age, there is almost a cos- 
mic rush to the conclusion that 
in a few years humanity will be 
free from error and immune 
from disease. This urge to per- 
fection is right and good, for 
there is no reason why the evo- 
lutionary -process should, stand 
still once it comes to man. 

But the fallacy is that man 
always thinks of this perfection 
as coming to.him without his 
own effort or the exercise of 
his own will. Perfection is re- 
garded as available without 
cost, but not like the crown of 
effort such as playing the piano, 
which is born of a thousand 
acts of the will and the tedi- 
ousness of exercises. 

Perfection is thus taken -out 
of the moral order and reduced 
to the physical order; it is 
something that is given to us, 
rather than something we ac- 
quire; it comes like a surprise 
legacy which we did not earn 
nor merit, rather than as a 
prize which was won by blood 
and sweat and tears. 

The truth is that perfection 
has something to do with be- 
coming what we are not, and 
that this becoming is achieved 
through willing, self-discipline 
and even suffering, and implies 
an ideal above us and one to- 
ward which we strive. 

x * * 
PERFECTION is the plenitu 
of goodness, or the uniting with- 
in ourselves of goodness and 
happiness. This in turn de- 
mands distinction and com- 

parison. 

For example, suppose a man 
wished to be a good archeol- 
ogist, such as one of the great- 
est of them all, Heinrich Schlie- 
man. Three factors were re-

BUT THERE is not only 
archeological perfection, there 
is also human perfection, that 
is, our growth in goodness as 
human beings.

The 
more a man believes he knows 
it all, and that he has never 
done anything wrong for which 
he has to expiate his guilt, the 
less is his impulse toward any- 
thing better. That is why sub- 
jectively, though not objective- 
ly, the more we Inflate our ego 
the less important God seems 
to be. The sick man recognizes 
the need of a physician; the 
ignorant mind senses the need 
of a teacher; and the soul 
which recognizes his own un- 
worthiness yearns ‘or God to 
complete his personality. 

In between these two cor- 
relatives, namely, the thirst 
and the fountain, hunger and 
the Bread of Life, there comes 
the third essential for moral 
perfection, namely, an act of

THE DOCTORFISH has several 
other names, often being called a 
surgeonfish or tang. One mean- 
ing of the word “tang” is “prong,” 
and the spines may be compared 
with the prongs of a fork. ~ 

Still another name was given by 
Spanish-speaking fishermen, who 
called this fish the “barbero,” 
meaning “barber.” 

Some full grown doctorfish are 
only six inches long. Others reach 
a length of a foot. 

Doctorfish are found in the Pa- 
cific Ocean, as well as in the At- 
lantic. They are common near 
such groups of islands as the West 
Indies, the Bermudas and the Ha- 
waiian Islands.
